M iners’ M agazine, official organ of the 
W estern F ederation of Miners, will be 
adm itted in evidence. 
To J u stice Luther M. Goddard h im ­ 
self fell the ta sk of telling the story of 
the finding and preservation for use 
as evidence of the bomb with which 
Orchard tried to kill 
him. 
H is ap­ 
pearance on th e stand added another 
to the m any dram atic sc en es that have 
characterized the trial and his te sti­ 
m ony w as clear and m inutely circum 
stantial. T he veteran Colorado jurist 
testified that the first Information that 
he received about the bomb cam e to 
him from Orchard’s confession, which 
w as show n to him at D enver on Felt 
13. 1.906, by D etectiv e McFarland. 
H< 
at once returned to his hom e and In 
his gate 
discovered 
the screw 
eye 
which Orchard said he placed there. 
It 
w as rusted 
and corroded 
by ten 
m onths’ exposure. 
T he w itn ess said 
he exam ined the ground outside the 
gate, w here Orchard said he placed 
the bomb and found a slight d epres­ 
sion with the soil packed very hard 
around It. 
Bomb W as Dug Up. 


The bomb w as dug up the next day 
by General B ulkely W ells, w ho used 
a pocket knife to cut the soil aw ay 
and raise the pine box containing the 
bombs. 
T here w as a sm all phial on 
toil of the box and 
attached to the 
rubber cork of the phial w as a piece 
of rusted wire. 
T h e bomb and Its at 


I tachm ent w ere taken to the office of 
th e Pinkerton d etec tiv e 
agen cy and 
carefully sealed In wrappers and en 
velopes that w ere 
signed by half a 
dozen 
w itn e sses, 
including 
Ju stice 
Goddard, 
and after 
that they 
w ere 
placed in a vault to the door of which 
seals, including that of a notary pub- 
l»c, w ere attached.

Harrisburg, Pa., June 20.— Charles 
D. M ontague, a m etallic furniture e x ­ 
pert of N ew 
York, testified 
before 
the capitol Investigation com m ission 
that 
the state had 
not only 
been 
g rossly overcharged for the m etallic 
furniture supplied by th e P ennsylvania 
Construction com pany under its $2,- 
000,000 contract 
with the 
board of 
grounds and buildings, but that he had 
bored into the “ burglar proof vau lt” 
in the state treasury 
In four hours 
w ith 
an ordinary 
eight.-inoh 
breast 
drill. 
Mr. M ontague 
said also that 
the four safes in the capitol for w hich 
this concern w as paid $66,000 by the 
sta te w ere worth only $27,000 and that 
there was no crem e steel or steel rails 
In the vault, only ordinary steel which
